Some pergons Who Were more sanguine and less patient tramsleted their
feelings into action, On 9 March, st the main reilrosd stetion at
Gdangk (Danzig), a UB group lomded abtui 23 arrvested mén gnto a
trein in order to transport them to the primon at Wejhertiwo. A
small group of men, which referred to itgelf as the underground,
sttecked thé UB group, killed two UB men, woshided seversl others,
but due to the small numbers ¢of the atimkers one of thelr men Wwag
killed and they were forced to leave his body behind, although
they suc¢eeded in removing bis personsl documents and wespoms.
